If Korea had had an air foree at the 
start of the war, she world have been able to bomb Japan, which would have led 
to a world war by thig tims. If we had had an air force, we would have used it 
to fulfill our policy, which might have led to a world war. 


"Te have already demanded our allied nation's help in establishing four large . 
air force groups, but this will not be accomplished until year after next, , 
Then, even if Anerica attacks our territory, this will not lead to a world war. 
This is contrary to what is expected, ‘Je are not going to fight their air 
force with our own air force. This Stalin has promised President Mao-- this 
concerns the Party's secrets, including scientific secrets, and our conrades 
should not discuss this matter’. 


"hat the Central Committee is asking from you is only war-time construction 
and handling the bandits from Taiwan, As to the 'join the army campaign', it 
has reached its peaky and propaganda can be slowed down and stopped at an 
appropriate time, Our military strength in Korea is now enough to (?stop) 
American imperialism, If American imperialism wants a world war, the Central, 
Committee tells you comrades in one sentence: it is to destroy Japan first.
